C-lad you seem to find f-U better, when you read it, I think you’ll find the x^aroathet- 
ieal consents full into two species, one redundant. There wore many in the original, 
which had to bo and was severely cut. I am not opposed to tnern and do use then 
extensively. But everyone who has commented on the early part of the book, whore the 
heaviest cutting was essential, found this objectionable. Especially reporters. I 
had an enormous amount on the fink writers, like Blair and nuie, for - expected the complete 
work to be no more than an historical record. I trank the book might have been cut more, 
but a wasn't about to take time ana have no regrets, other things being more important 
to me. 


If you are paranoid in your comment about the publisher, so is -everyone else who 
has mentioned it, including those in publishing. He lias committed repeated anil frauds 
without fear. I 3till await the last tliird of the "auvance" ana he lias made spurious 
charges for "author * 3 alterations", which in an astounding number of cases are non- 
existent, meaning no changes of any Idnd wore made, cxiu in most of th^ rest are the 
correction of type-setting, not ms., typos. i£o has to be confident ho 11 not be prosecuted. 
At first 1 was cinelied to bo a minority of one and attribute this to 'incompetence, or 
to doing the book on the cheap in the nope the subject would make it take off, or my 
success with blillilhibh, which did make the fell edition a best-seller. 

It is too late now, but if frank is out there again, 1 hope you will find tine to 
tape him. He was spoon-fed by the prosocutionand the FBI in both Memphis and Washington 
and he does lot helpful things drop. He is a real blabbermouth with a compulsion to 
SelfS justification. So, I an anxious to have every .,ord for the use of the defense.
